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AT THE FRONT. 


The Homestead Mill Men Stand 
Ready to Repel Invaders. 


Four of the Leaders Go to Meet 
Gov. Pattison To-Night.” 


The Sheriff Unable to Raise a Force of 
Deputies in Pittsburg. 


SECRETARY LOVEJOY SAYS NO MORE 
PINKERTONS WILL BE HIRED. 


No Trouble Dasietensedl at the Steel Mills 
To-Day — Perfect Military Discipline 
Maintained by the Army of Worksrs— 
How the Alarm Is Sounded and the 
Quick Response of Thousands of Men 
With Guns-—Un-Ameriocan Pian of the 
Finkerton Police System. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 8.—Last night was 
one of watchfullness. Atevery strategic point 
about the famous steel plant stood men who 
by their actions of the last seventy-two hours 
have proven fully and beyond question their 
fidelity to the cause for which 4,000 men have 
placed their lives asa sacrificein order that 
victory might be perched on the side of or- 
ganized labor. 

To-day in Homestead those strung armed 
and warm hearted men who handled muskets 
and kept the continuous fire of seventeen 
hours’ duration are called the ‘‘brave heroes 
and champions of organized labor.’’ 

The general public can scarcely understand 
the conduct of the steel workers, but when It 
is considered that seven outof every ten of 
them have families, own homes and have 
been accustomed to enjoy these in peace, one 
can readily graspthe cause which led these 
men to imperil their lives. 

At midnight your representative, in com- 
pany with a squad of men, paid a visit 
through the principal sections of the plant. 
Justas we had stepped upon the platform 
leading from the Pittsburg, Virginia & 
Charleston Rallroad trestle tothe works the 
sound of a man’s voice was heard: ‘‘Halt! 
Who goes there?’’ Satisfactory explanations 
were made and we were allowed to go on our 
way. Atevery one hundred yards or so men 
were on watch and should any more boats or 
barges have landed there were enough men 
about the place to repulse any sudden at- 


tack. 
PERFECT MILITARY DISCIPLINE. 


One of the striking features is to be found 
in examining the detalis of the organization 
formed by the men. Military companies, 
with all their training and with all their 
tactics of war, could hardly surpass the per- 
fection of the working of the Homestead 
army of wage earners. The secret system of 
signals issuch as to put every one on their 
guard within five minutes’ notice. The 
promptness with which the guards’ sus- 
picions were aroused, the eagerness of each 
andevery one to remain right at the front 
plainly showed the zealousness which char- 
acterized their actions. 

The ire of the iron and steel workers, in 
every partof the Pittsburg and Mahoning 
and Shenango Valley disiricts is apparently 
aroused, as the leaders here have been no- 
tirléd thattheassistance of at least three 
thousand men can be secured, 

At 7 o’clock last night a deputation of 
twenty men arrived at headquarters and 
notified those present that 1,000 men from 
the Mahoning and Shenango valleys were 
ready tostart for Homestead at a moment’s 
warning and would doaliin their power to 
aid the locked-out employes. All the men 
who stood atthe front in Wednesday’s re- 
markable battle are now ready to again 
stake their lives and are only awaiting later 
developments. 

PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 

The strained potition is beginning to show 
its effect. Seatiment in the Town Hall Is all 
with the strikers, but tradesmen and others 
do not go the length the most radical of the 
men wish to go, and they are quietly en- 
deavoring to have order and the law rule 
once more and to do away with the present 
chaotic condition of public affairs in which 
every Man assumes tobe an officer and the 
workingmen’s leaders give orders as 
ifthey were the regularly constituted au- 
thorities. This condition of things is hurting 
business, and many ofthe men with large 
interests fear that it will hurt the town per- 
manently. A mass-meeting bas been called 
to meetinthe rink where the Pinkertons 
were confined, and an effort will probably be 
made toinduce the men to agree to permit 
deputies to take charge of the works. Lawyer 
Cox of Homestead will probably speak for 
the persons in favor of giving way to the or- 
dinary forms of law. Wiehe and Garland, the 
retiring and incoming Presidents of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron Workers, 
are in town and will be at the meeting, Itis 
hardly likely that it will result in any conclu- 
sion. While it will be a mass-meeting, Tre- 
porters, it is said, will be excluded, and an 
effort made to keep the proceedings quiet. 

The Sheriff is expected during the day and 
it is said he will have just oneman as an es- 
cort. The men are extremely bitter against 
the Pinxertons and will meet them in every 
way possible. Itis believed that they have 
an intention to try the law if an opportunity 
presents itself. They propose to see whether 
or not it is lawful to send an armed force of 
men alien to the State fito it. A part of Hugh 
O’Donnell’s mission to Pittsburg last night 
wasforthe purpose of learning the inten- 
tions of the Pinkerton men and endeavoring 
to checkmate another attempt by an in- 


junction. 
IF THE PINKERTONS COME. 


Another attempt on the part of the Pinker- 
tons is expected and there is a nervous dread 
of what isto come. Many persons believe 
that Frick will make another call for men, 
and, if he does, Pinkerton is expected to 
furnish a big force. The reputation of the 
organization is at stake and Pinkerton’s 
known pride in his system is expected 
to show itself in his willingness to 
again make an effort to force 
his way into the works, Against such an 
attempt the strikers will array ail the power 
they have. They are watching every point 
and have assistance from many quarters in 
which valuable aid can be rendered. The 
railroad menare in hearty sympathy with 


% ES the mill strike and for this reason it would be 
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prise the strikers. They have an abun- 
dance of money, the treasury of the Amal- 
gamated Association being well supplied with 
funds, and they are able to employ the best 
legal assistance. How well they are prepared 
to meet physically all attempts to force an en- 
trance was shown last night when a false 
alarm was sounded that the detectives 
were on their way. In an instant 
the alarm began to sound in a_ loud 
whistle from the electric-light works. This 
signe] soon brought out men from every cor- 
nerand block. The alarm showed that the 
Strikers havea fairly effective organization 
and are not a disorganized mob, though at 
the same time they can do much in the way 
of. perfecting their organization. Out 
of every hut the men poured 
and the leaders in each  biock 
hallooed and cailed their forces. On two 
corners a couple of young men began biazing 
away with pistols, firing at the ground. 
This was nota part of the programme and 
angered one Lieutenant, who rushed down 
the street and yelled: ‘‘Stop that shooting, 
you —— fools; if there was any need for 
shooting you would not be around.’’ 
FROM HIS WIFE’S HANDS. 

One wife hurried to her husband, who was 
doing patrol duty along the railroad tracks. 
She puta rifie in his hands. ‘‘I loaded it my- 
self,’’ wasallshe said, and with this she 
turned away and joined a group of women 
who had collected to learn the trouble. 
Men were dispatched to headquarters in the 
Amalgamated Association building to learn 
what was known of the trouble. 

Here a reporter found several score of ex- 
cited men, none of whom clearly knew just 
what was to be expected. A telegram of 
warning had been received, but it was in- 
definite. Scores of men dropped in and the 
most vigorous of them had riflesin their 
arms, with the muzzies uniformly pointing 
downward tor fear of an accident. 

Along the road young boys followed all un- 
Known persons. At cross sections were 
some of the more intelligent and influential 
men, who sent squads in every direction. 
While the reporter was there one leader 
dispatched about a hundred men off, and 
each followed directions. The strain was 
becoming serious and some of the men ex- 
pressed the hope that the troops would be 
ordered out s0 as to avoid bloodshed. 

All precautions have been taken to prevent 
asurprise. A guardison duty everywhere 
and dynamite is stored along the trestle so 
asto blow up the communication between 
the two shores should occasion for it arise. 

WHREE FUNERALS. 

Three funerals of victims of the fight on 
Wednesday morning were held to-day, and 
they interfered with an event that has been 
the principal topic of conversation in the 
town, namely, a mass-meeting to 
discuss the political situation. 
The meeting was called for 10 
o’clock this morning, but on account of the 
general desire of the workingmento partic!l- 
pate in the last rites over the bodies of their 
colleagues, it was postponed until later in 
the day. The three men whose remains 
were interred in the Homewood Cemetery 
were Joseph Sotak,a Hungarian, 380 years 
old; Thomas Weldon, aged 30 and Henry 
Striegel. The death of Striegel, a lad of 19 
years, was particularly sad. He took no part 
in the repulse of the Pinkerton men, but was 
struck by astray bullet while bringing food 
to some of the workingmen who were lined 
along the shore oftheriver. The feeling in 
the town to-day is that there will be no more 
bloodshed, buteven the most conservative 
admit thatthe slightest incident may bring 
about more trouble. 

A report which could not be verified was in 
circulation that troops would arrive during 
the day. Their presence would result in 
greater security being felt. It was said that 
the arrival of the troops here and the an- 
nouncement of the orders for them would be 
practically simultaneous. 

At present order prevails, but this condl- 
tion can hardly continue forany long period. 
The workingmen are mostly keeping their 
homes. This is done on order of the leaders, 
who are anxious toavoid any possibility of 
trouble that might arise from the presence 
of large numbers of men in the streets. 
Whenthe men are in their homesthey are 
also well scattered, but a number of them can 
hastily reach a given place where their pres- 
ence is needed. 

At2o’clock allwas quietand no disorder 
had occurred. 

THE VITAL QUESTION. 


After the return ofthe men from Henry 
Striegel’s funerala meeting was held in the 
Opera-house on Fifth avenue, About 200 
mill workers were present. On the stage 
was President Welhe, President- 
elect M. M. Garland; Secretary John 
Kilmannon and Attorney W. J. Brennan, 
of the Amalgamated Association. The ob- 
ject was to consider the situation and the 
Amalgamated officers addressed the meet- 
ing. Every speaker addressed the men in 
plain words and showed them what would 
occur in case affairs continued as they were. 
The meeting was open only to the mill-work- 
ers and citizens. 

W. J. Brennan, attorney for the Amaiga- 
mated Association, said: ‘‘The owners know 
the law is on their side and their hearts 
cannot be touched. They have civil 
protection. When-the militia comes to Home- 
stead the mill will be surrounded and new 
men put in, and any man interfering with the 
civil authorities will be shot down. If any- 
one thinks for a moment that the militia will 
stand around like hitching posts he Is badly 
mistaken. When they ao come, it will not be 
for dress parade, but to shoot.’’ 

He was loudly applauded at the close of his 
address. In part another speaker said: 

‘*The Sheriff and the men he will bring here 
will be in sympathy with the people of Home- 
stead. He will not be foolhardy enough to 
bring a lot of menhere to shoot us down. 
We have their sympathy now and will have it 
when they come. The Sherif! must do his 
duty and will do it, but not in a spirit of ani- 
mosity.’’ 

The third speaker in part sald: 

‘*‘This Amalgamated lawyer has told aus 
what the militia can do, and if we cannot be- 
lieve him, who are we to believe? We all 
know thisisa great struggle and if the 
Amalgamated Association does not win at 
Homestead it will not amount to 
a row of pins in the § future. 
The question is will we permit 
the Sheriff to take possession of the mill as 
our friend. Wewlllnot be compeiled to go 
to our homes but will remain there, and we 
will have some friends among the Shertff’s 
deputies. Time will show that the best thing 
for us to do isto let the Sheriff take posses- 
sion of the mill. We all knowthe law is 
against us.’’ ¥ 

TERMS PROPOSED TO TILE SHERIFF. 

Immediately after the close of the meeting, 
ex-President Weihe and other amalgamated 
officials left for Pittsburg to consult with the 
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understood that workmen propose that 
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well known business men of Homéstead and 


the workmen, be appointed to do guard duty 
wat the steel works unarmed. 

Ifthis planis not satisfactory to him, all! 
negotiations will be declared off.

CARNEGIE’S HESSIANS. 


NO MORE OF THEM WILL BE SENT AGAINST THE 
STRIKERS. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 8.—In an interview 
with Secretary Lovejoy atl p. m, to-day 
your representative learned the following: 

‘*There is nothing in the rumor of 100 Pink- 
erton men coming from Ohicago to Home- 
stead. The same is true of thereport of their 
coming from Cincinnati. We are simply 
waiting action of the Sheriff and Governor. 
No effort has been made to get more 
Pinkertons. We can get plenty of 
them if they are wanted. Robert 
Pinkerton and party may be in the city to 
look after their injured men, but they have 
not yet put in an appearance at our office. 
Several of their confidential men have been 
here during ,the past few days to see what 
arrangements might be necessary to make, 
They found that we had covered the ground 
and have gone away. 

**No word has been received from Mr. An- 
drew Carnegie and none is expected. In fact 
we do not know just exactly where he nowis. 

‘‘The works are stillin the hands cf the 
strikers, whothis morning refused to permit 
our Assistant Superintendent, Wood, and 
Assistant Chairman Childs to enter the 
works. We know nothing whatever about 
the conference which, it is said, will be 
held there this afternoon. Under no circum- 
stances will we again confer withthe Amal- 
gamated Association. We know nothing of 
the preparation of freight cars to accommo- 
date Pinkerton men or anybody. else at 
Homestead or elsewhere.’’ 

TWO PINKERTON CHIEFS. 

Two chiefs 4rom tbe Pinkerton Agency at 
Chicago arrived in the city this morning, 
and called at the West Pennsylvania 
Hospital to arrange for the removal 
of the injured to their homes to-night. They 
were very angry because the names of the 
wounded had been given to the 
newspapers and hotly denounced 
the hospital authorities. It is 
stated that the men are here for the special 
purpose of arranging forahother delegation 
to go to Homestead. The rumor says that 
the men will arrive here to-night. : 

The Adjutant-General spent the day in 
conferrigg with the Sheriff, Amalgamated 
officials and prominent citizens. The State 
muthorities are desirous of settling the 
troubie without resorting to an armed force, 
and every effort will be made to bring the 
opposing parties together. 

If it is demonstrated that the civil authort- 
ties have exhausted all their resources to put 
down disorder and that the trouble can- 
not be amicably’ settled, it is prob- 
able the Governor will order out 
the National Guard. Up to the 
present time, however, the efforts of the 
Sherif! to secure a posse have been very 
feeble. Superintendent of Police O’Mara 
says there is nothing in the 
rumors about more Pinkerton men 
coming here. He does not think there will be 
any further attempt to get possession of the 
Homestead property in this way, as it would 
only result in anvther loss of life 
on both sides. le has had 
no commyunication with the Pinkerton 
headquarters and he doubts if they wouid 
advise him in case they thought of bringing 


more men here, but he doubts any attempt 
wili be made in that direction. 


CARNEGIE MUCH AGITATED. 

Lonpor, July 7.—A correspondent found 
Andrew Carnegie, who has been making a 
tour of Scotland at Braemar, Aberdeenshire, 
this afternoon. He appeared to be in excel- 
lent health, but was evidently laboring under 
great agitation; so much so that Mrs. Car- 
negile, who was present, was endeavoring to 
sooth him and draw his thoughts away from 
the tragic afiair at Homestead. Mr. Carnegie 
positively declined to make any statement. 
He has within the last day or twosent and 
received numerous dispatches by cable, and 
there isnodoubt he has been kept fully in- 
formed of events on the Monongahela. 


WON’T GO TO HOMESTEAD,

SHERIFF M’CLEARY FAILS TO RAISB A POSSE 
OF FIGHTING MEN, 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 8.—This morning at 9 
o’clock was the hour set by Sheriff W. H. Mc- 
Cleary for the assembiing of the 500 men sum- 
moned by him to act as deputy sheriffs at 
Homestead. At that time not more than 
thirty had appeared. The majority of these 
came with excuses of various kinds. Some 
had certificates setting forth that they were 
physically unable to go. One after another 


was excused untila stack of excuses had been 
filed that showed the Sheriff was not going 
to have a very large force totake to Home- 
stead. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock he took up the long 
list towhom summonses had been issued to 
appear, and began calling the rollina slow 
deliberate voice, as though readinga lst of 
Vice-Presidents at a political meeting. Page 
after page was called off, and no response 
until the name of R. M. Holland was reached, 
when he announced ‘‘here.’’ The next to 
respond was Thomas G. McClure, and then 
w. J. Maizeand F. M. McElroy. Altogether 
there were twenty-three hames responded to 
out ofa list of 500. Afteraconsultation with 
his deputies the Sherif made the following 
statement: 

**aiter calling the list of summonses out 
and waiting considerable time for responses, 
only twenty-three have signified their will 
ingness to go to.Homestead. It would be 
useless to go there with this small number of 
men. Ithank youall for coming here and 
ask you to hold yourselves in readiness to 
answer any callI may make for assistance. 
None of those who appeared here are armed 
and F-have no arms to give you. I will there- 
fore not ask you to go along, and excuse you 
for this morning.’’ 

The twenty-three men who were ready to go 
to Homestead deputies are all prominent 
business and professional men. 


MILITIA NOT NEEDED. 


WHAT ADJT.-GEN. GREENLAND THINKS OF THE 
SITUATION, 

PITTS BURG, Pa., July 8.—Adjt.-Gen. W. W. 
Greenland arrived in this city at 1o’clock 
this morning. When informed tbat the 
Homestead workmen had replaced the Car- 
negie Steel Co.’s workmen in possesion of the 
works, and asked for his opinion on the 
present phase of the question, he said: 

**That ought to settle the matter. The 
Natiofial Guard of Pennsylvania was not or. 


ganized and does not exist simply to perform 
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Pittsburg, of good reputation, and known to ¥ 
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police duty. To compel it: to do such work 
four or five weeks every year would demoral- 
ize it, There is no danger that it will be 
called out at present, and the Gov- 
ernor is not coming to  Pitts- 
burg or Homestead. These people at 


Homestead are not thekind that ran rampant 
in the coke region a little over a year ago, 
when the troops were cailed out. Over 60 per 
cent of the Homestead workers are intelll- 
gent Americans who own their own homes 
and are good citizens, except under great 
provocation. In the coke region 70 oda per 
cent of the workers were ignorant foreigners, 
and the troops were not sent among them 
untilthe Shertff of the county had madea 
strenuous effort to preserve the peace and 
had been unsuccessful. He deputized the 
f members of the militia companies, a proceed- 
ing to which Iam opposed, but I presumea 
Sheriff might compel them to serve until they 
should be calledaipon by the Governor. It is 
a notable fact that not a judge of the county 
has sent a message either for or against call- 
ing Out the National Guards. This is a big 
county, with a population of over half a mil- 
lion people, and it will be a curious thing if it 
cannot handle a disturbance like the present. 
It has not become a riot lik@ that of ’77.’’

THE PINKERTON REMNANT. 


ARRIVAL OF THE TRAIN LOAD OF : DEFEATED 
GUARDS AT PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 8.—The special 
train having aboard the remnant of the Pink- 
erton detective force that was overcome by 
the Homestead strikers reached Germantown 
Junction early this morning. About forty 
of the men who live In this city left the train, 
which proceeded on its way to New York. 
The Philadelphians arrived about 12:15. 
They were an unshaven, grimy, bedragglied, 
weary, bruised and blood-stained lot of men. 
Many of them had saved their valises, but 
few could boast of a whole coat on his back. 
The countenances of the majority were 
adorned with black eyes and brutsed and 
swollen noses. The party rapidly dispersed 
and while many ofthem sought the mearest 
way home, some hastenedtoward the near- 
est saloon and washed dogn the dust that 


had been collecting in thelr throats from 
Tuesday night. 

A number of newspaper men were awaiting 
the arrival of the Pinkertons, but the man in 
charge ordered them to say nothing, or 
even to acknowledge that they: were Pinker- 
tons. Three of the men, however, when at 
liberty talked freely. They were loud in de- 
hnunciation of the Homestead strikers, and 
declared that they had been treated shame- 
fully. One of the three expressed a willing- 
ness toreturn if an adequate force of men 
with gatling guns was provided, 

The men fought at a disadvantage, for the 
men on shore could see into the open ends of 
the barge’'and pick off any man who ap- 
proached the opening, and in addition the 
bullets of the strikers were continally plerc- 
ing the sides of the barges. About 5 o’clock 
theirammunition began torun out, and a 
proposition for an unconditional surrender 
was broached. One man opposed the 
idea strenuously, but finally the rest 
of the men decided to run up 
awhite flag. Finding that sentiment was 
Koing against him, the man who opposed 
surrendering became more vehement than 
ever and said he would not surrender; that 
death was preferable to crawling ashore like 
whipped dogs and that he for one would 
fight it out to the end. According to the 
men telling the story there were sharp 
shooters aboard the barge and one of them 
said to the man who preferred deathto sur- 
render, ‘‘ You ————if you don’t agree to 
come in, I will bDiow your —— --— brains 
out.’’ ; 

The reply was: ‘*I willnot come and [I’m 
going to fight it out or die,’’ 

Turning to the opening in the end of the 
boat the man asked forthe way. In his hand 
was a Colt’s revolver. Toward the end of 
the boat he suddenly raised the pistol to his 
head, pulled the trigger and fell back on the 
deck dead, his brains oozing out on the 
miready blood-soaked boards. This tragedy 
coming so fast upon so many others took the 
last particle of courage out of the detectives 
and they at’once surrendered. The story of 
the terrible gauntlet run between che lines of 
infuriated workmen has already been told. 
The survivors shuddered when they spoke 
of it, and tenderly rubbed their 
bruised bodies. ‘the men went ashore 
in squads, and by some chance 
the vengeance oft the mob was most severely 
wreaked upon the men who came from New 
York. The Philadelphians escaped with com- 
paratively slight injuries and with the excep- 
tion of a man named Kelly, who was killed 
on the barge, none of them were dangerously 
hurt. Noneofthe men have received pay 
yet for their services. They ciaim that they 
were hired as watchmen and they were to 
receive $2.50aday. The survivors expressed 
the hope thatin view of their ill-treatment 
they would receive a bonus of some kind over 
and above their stipulated wages. 


REPORTING TO PINKERTON, 

New York, July 8.—Most of the Pinkerton 
detectives who arrived here from Home- 
stead at 2 o’clock this morning departed for 
their homes as soon as possibie., 
however, thatthe men who were in charge 
of the party have been notified to report the 
circumstances of the trouble with the locked- 
out mill hands to Robert A. Pinkerton before 
they leavethe city. There were a dozen or 
more men waiting inthe outer officeof the 


Pinkerton Detective Agency on New street 
and Exchange place this morning when 
Robert A. Pinkerton arrived. The men who 
were waitingto see him declined to talk, 
They were acting under instructions. They 
were ushered into Pinkerton’s private office. 
Mr. Pinkerton subsequently said to a re- 
porter: 

‘‘1 Ggonot wishto be at all discourteous to 
reporters; at present, however, I can not 
talk about this matter.’’ 
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AN UN- AMERICAN SYSTEM. 


THE PINKERTON PLAN OF POLICE 
PROVOKE RiOTS, 


SERVES TO 


WasuHiIncTon, D. C., July 8.—While leading 
Democrats at Washington greatly deplore 
the loss of life at Carnegie’s works they wel- 
come the vivid object lesson in the working 
of the Republican tariff which the affair af.- 
fords and say there should hereafter be no 
doubt whatever of the election of Cleve- 
land. 

Representative McGann points out that the 
captain of the,Pinkerton police did not know 
the names of his men, Showing that the pri. 
vates of that squad were picked up on the 
docks orin the slums and sent out there 
without any training or acquaintance either 
with the duties of their Position or with their 
commanding officer. In Washington ther 
prevalent opinion !5 that if the Pinkertons 
had stayed away from the works there never 
would have Been any Dloodshed, and it is 
predicted here that unless the Legislatures of 


the various states find a_ way to suppress 
Pinkertonisin Congress Will have to inter- 
lere.

Everybody recognizes that there must be an

As evidence of itg inefficiency, notwithstanding 
the great number and different kinds of eet: 
ong mvre crimes go unpunished in mining local- 

ties than in a other part of the State. What is 
everybody’s business is nobody’s, and a division of 
authority sometimes leads to a conflict of authority 
as well as toa neglect of tts exercise or to an im- 
proper exercise, Instead of three heads of authority 
there should be but one, the local civil authority. 
Nothing makes power so honest and efficient as some 
responsibility, and all civil police should be re- 
epeusints directly to the Mayor of the town or the 
Sheriff of the county or his deputy. 

The entire mining coun is interlaced by rail- 
roads and telegraphs, and the whole police in every 
town and county eould readily be concentrated 
wherever needed upon short notice, asthe different 
detachments of police in a large city can be speedily 
rallied at any point by a Chief of Police,and this 
could be done In the mining regions by the Sh-riff 
or his deputy qaes as effectively as by the heads of 
corporations themselves. 

Again, if the civil authorities controlled the ap- 
pointmentand pms ig | of the police, proper persons 
and not bujlies would be selected, who could con- 
scientiousPy enforce peace in the community far 
more than will the irresponsible policemen who best 
fulfillthe wishes of their masters when executing 
the oppressions of ee ge interested corpora- 
tious. Railway and coal and jron policemen of 
Pennsylvania are as odious to the better class of 
citizens in the mining regions as if they were known 
as Pinkerton detectives. 

The special committee of which Mr. Till- 
man was chairman spent several months 
making their investigation, and they took a 
mass of testimony, which makes nearly 
eight hundred printed pages, Several meas- 
ures were proposed to correct the abuses 
complained of, to regulate the difference be- 
tween capital and labor, but, as usual, no 
good resulted from the investigation. 


WERE THEY SWORN OFFICERS?

REFUSED TO RENEW THE LICENSE. 

DENVER, Colo., July 8.—Gov. Routt yester- 
day refused to renew the Iicenses of the 
Pinkertons. The use of the Pinkertons at the 
Crested Butte strike and the Burlington 
strike aroused the feeling of the Colorado 
workmen against their employment in this 
State. Men were sent to Colorado from other 
States by the Pinkertons during the strike at 
Crested Butte and also at thetime of the 
Burlington strike. One Pinkerton killed at 
the Homestead riots is said to have been in 
Denver atthe time of the Burlington strike. 

The Trades Assembly of this city has also 
been considering the question, and recently 
appointed a committee to wait upon the 
Governor and urge that the license of the 
Pinkertons should not be renewed. It is said 
that the Pinkertons will to-day make another 
attempt to have the license granted. 


SENATOR PALMER’S POSITION, 


THE MILLMEN WERE RIGHT IN RESISTING THE 
PINKERTON INVASION. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 8,—The position 
taken by Senator Palmer of Illinois, in the 
discussion of the Homestead riot in the 
Sqnate yesterday, is variously commented on 
by public men here. The Senator was bold 
in his declaration that the millmen were 
right in resisting the Pinkerton invaders, 

Mr. Palmer saidthat the presence of the 
Pinkerton armed force at Homestead was in 
contempt of theauthority of the State of 


Pennsylvania, Its manner was mocking and 
insulting. It was diMicult for American citi- 
zens (whether they were in the right or inthe 
wrong) tosubmittobe driven by dn armed 
force. Heconfessed that every impulse of 
his mind tempted him to say that he should 
dislike being driven (even though in the 
wrong) by a power which might happen to 
be in the right. He maintained, however, 
that those citizens of Homestead were 
He maintained that, according 
principles of law, which 
hereafter be applied to the 
solution of those troubles, they had the right 
to be there. That made it necessary for him 
to assertthat these men hada right to em- 
ployment there. They had earned the right 
to live there, Those large manufacturing 
establishments would have to be, hereafter, 
regarded as political establishments in a 
modified sense, and their owners would have 
to be regarded as holding they property sub- 
ject to the correlative rights of those without 
whose services their property would be ut- 
terly valueless, That only conceded to 
them a right to a reasonable profit on 
the capital invested in their enterprises. He 
maintained,furthermore,that these working- 
men, having spent theirlives in that pecullar 
line of service, had the right to insist on the 
permanency of their employment, and that 
they had a right to insist alsoon a reasonable 
compensation for their services. He main- 
tained that at the time of the assault on these 
poor at Homestead they were where they 
adarighttobe. They were on the nd 
which they had a rightto defend. They 
were conducting themselves in the line of 
their rights. Manufacturing establishments 
were public institutions, just as railroads 
were. They were ublic because the 
worked for the public, because they employe 
the public and because the men in 
their service became unfit for other service, 
While conceding the right to capitalists to 
control their property and to a reasonable 
regard for their investment, he claimed that 
the laborer had the right to permanent em- 
ployment during good behayior. Of course, 
the laborer was compelled to submit to the 
chances of business. Where the profits were 
small the. parties would have to divide the 
loss; and where they were large they would 
have to be divided.

Carnegie company. The words are those of 
one of the most intelligent of the workers: 

‘*Atthe timeof the trouble of 1889, when 
they tried to introduce what is now called 
the Braddock contract and scale and failed, 
we selected the steel billet as our basis of 
Steel billets were then bringing good 
prices—$32 I think—and we agreed that our 
wages should be calculated onthat item at 
a minimum of $25. In other words, $25 was 


to be taken asthe lowest pricé on which to 
to calculate the wages. In those days of 
course, before the McKinley bill, it did not 
g0 below that. Now, as they say truly, it 
has been down to $22.50. And why? Because 
they put this one item down, because they 
took the tariff off it for the sole and only 
reason that it was our wage basis. - 

HOW THEY DID IT. 
**Let me tell you how they didit. They 
wanted the minimum at $22 in 1889, but we 
stood out againstit. We asked for $2% and 
got it, and then thought that everything was 
arranged on a satisfactory and equitable 
basis, but almost as soon as thatscale went 
into effect they were at Washington at work 
upon the tariff, and when the new law was 
enacted only a few months afterward we 
found that the duty had been taken off the 
steel billet, the item which we had made the 
basis of our wage scale because we considered 
it both naturally and by law the best pro- 
tected article of manufacture. So now they 
are able to say truly when they want a mini- 
mum of $23 that the steel billet has been down 
as low as $22.50. 

**If we can’t lick them, we can at least ex- 
pose them, and we will, We have done so 
here, and 600 Republicans in this borough 
have said that they were ready to join a 
Cleveland Republican Club, That item in the 
tariff bill was meant so as to cut down 
wages, and, in consequence of it, the Amal- 
gamated Association has lost thirteen or 
fourteen mills since the law was passed.’’ 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

In an interview on the course of the trouble 
H. C. Frick, Chairman of the Carnegie Steel 
Co. was asked: 

‘*What is the basis of the differences exist- 
ing at present between the Carnegie company 
and their men, Mr. Frick?’’ 

‘*‘There were three points upon which we 
differed. The skilled workmen in the Amal- 
gamated Association work under wHat is 
known as a sliding scale. As the priceof 
steel advances the earnings of the men ad- 
vance, asthe pri fall their earnings de- 
crease in proportion; while there is no 
limit to an advance of earnings on 
‘the scale, there is a point at which the de- 
cline stops. It is known as the minimum, 
and the figure heretofore has been $25 per 
ton for 4x4 bessemer billets. We believe that 
if earnings based on the selling price of 
steel can advance without limit the work- 
men should be willing to follow the sellin 
price down to a reasonable minimum, an 
sothis figure was finally fixed by the Car- 
negie company at the rate of $23 instead of 
$25. The reason for asking this upon our part 
was thatthe Carnegie company has spent 
large sums of money in the introduction of 
new machinery in the Homestead plant, by 
means of which the workmen were enabied to 
increase the daily output, thereby increasin 
the amount of their own earnings. Weha 
originally asked a reduction to $22, but sub- 
sequently agreed to compromise the rate at 
$23. The Amalgamated Association was un- 
willing to considera reduction below $25 on 
steel billets, notwithstanding the fact that 
the improved machinery would enable their 
members, even at $23, to earn more than is 
paid in other amalgamated mills. This was 
the first point at issue. 

‘*‘Under the present amalgamated system 
the date of expiration ofthe sliding scale is 
June 30, annually. We askthatthis date be 
changed to Dec, 31 (same asat Edgar go - 
son), for the reasonthat the change would 
permit us to make our estimate upon the 
wages that we must pay during the year De- 
ginning on Jan..1, sothat we would be en- 
abled to make contracts for the year accord- 
ingly. This point the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion refused to accede, and demanded the old 
date. The third proposition was the reduction 
in tonnage rates In these departments in the 
mills where the improvements I have spoken 
of have been made, and which enabie the 
workingmen to increase the output and con- 
sequently their earnings. Where no such 
improvements had been made, there was no 
request upon our part fora reduction in ton- 
nage rates. In other words, we asked no 
reduction inany department at which the 
output had not been freely increased by 
reason of ourexpensive improvements’since 
the scale of 1889 went into effect. We are 
| prepared to showthat in nearly every de- 
partment under our proposed reduction in 
the tonnage rates the skilled workmen would 
make more money than they did when the 
scale of 1889 went into effect. 

‘*‘Asarule the menwho were making the 
largest wagesin the Homestead mill were 
the ones who were the ones who most Dit- 
terly denounced the proposed revision of the 
scale, for one of the 3,800 men employed in 
every department only 325 were directly af- 
fected by the reduction. Finding that it was 
impossible to arrive at any agreement with 
the Amalgamated officials, we decided to 
close our works at Homestead.’’ 

WILL NOT NEGOTIATE. 

The statement made by H. C. Frick, chair- 
man of the Carnegie Steel-Co., that a repre- 
sentative of the Amalgamated Association 
had offered to concede all the demands of the 
company at Homestead, with the exception 
of the one about the expiration of the scale, 
was repeated by Secretary Lovejoy yester- 
day. Mr. Lovejoy said: ‘‘It was given us to 
understand at the time that all the conditions 
we asked would be acquiesced in by the men, 
except the change ofthe date ofthe scale’s 
expiration. We could not consider the offer, 
as we will not negotiate with the Amalaga- 
mated Association. President Weihe of the 
Amaigamated Association when seen yester- 
day and when asked about the matter said: 
‘*‘What I wanted when I asked forthe con- 
ference was peace. I wanted to do something 
to stop the trouble at Homestead. I made no 
statement that the conditions would be con- 
ceded. What I said was thatthe only point 
of difference was the question as to when the 
scale should expire, and with that out of the 
way it was ratified that the rest could be ar- 
ranged amicably. That wasallilIsaid. Ihad 
no power from the Homestead men and did 
not wantto interfere with their scale settle- 
ment, a matter to which they attend them- 
selves. I simply wanted to do spmething to 
stop the dreadful doings at Homestead. What 
I did was in the interests of peace,’’ 


FOR ARBITRATION. 

New YORK, July 8.—The Wortp this morn- 
ing suggests and urges that the labor 
troubles at Homestead be referred for settle- 
ment toa board of three arbitrators, to be 
constituted as follows: Gov. McKinley of 
Ohio, Gov. Battison of Pennsylvania and T.

GEORGE WAHL’S END. 


ONE OF THE DEAD PINKERTON’S HAD BEEN A 
LABOR LEADER. 


CuicaGo, lll., July 8.—The death of George 
Wahl, the Pinkerton man who was killed in 
Wednesday’s fight at Homestead, reveals a 
remarkable story In the history ofa life and 
shows a phase of recent labor history in 
Chicago.

FREIGHT RATES INVESTIGATION, 


TESTIMONY BEFORE THE “INTERSTATE COM> 
MERCE COMMISSION. 


WASHI¥GTON, D. C., July 8.—The hearing 
as to freight rateson wheatand flourin the 
northwest was continued by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to-day. James G. 
Clark, the general freight agent of 
the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
& Omaha Railroad, was the first 
witness called. He said that duringthe year 
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1888 his company transported from Minneap- 
olis to Washburn 148,028 barrels of flour, and 
to Duluth 112,019 barrels. In 1889 there were 
Shipped to Washington 19,777 barrels 
and to Duluth 18,199 barrels, In 
is90 +=«SC—C tthe shipments to Duluth and 


Washburn aggregaied 21,000 barrels. During 
the year 1891 the shipments to Washburn 
were 217,713 barrels and to Duluth 29.239 bar- 
reis. in his opinion a reduction of the flour 
rate between Minneapolis and Duluth from 
Tg eents to cents would have the effect of 
reducing rates to Chicago, and that rate could 
not stand any reduction, At one time the 
Chicago rate was 7!2 cents, and his company 
hag declined to meetit fora considerable 
period, because it was not remunerative. In 
answerto questions Mr, Clark said that the 
5-cent rate between Minneapolis and Duluth 
was made forthe purpose of removing the 
surplus stock from Minneapolis and 
the benefit of this rate inured to the mill and 
elevator men at Minneapolis. He did not see 
how the Minneapolis millers could be injured 
by this 5-cent rate.

Loxrpon, July 8.—The returns of the Parlia 
mentary elections continue to come in stead- 
ily. The most important announcement 
made this morning is the defeat of the Mr. 
Justin McCarthy, the leader of the anti- 
Parnellites, who has been defeated by a 

mall majority in the Derry borough by Mr. 
toss, the Conservative candidate. This dis- 
trict has been a very close one, and the de- 
feat of McCarthy did not therefore occasion 
the surprise it might otherwise have done.

Little 
notice is taken of Mr. Wauchope, even by the 
Unionist journa'!s. In factif it were legal to 
set up a broomstick in opposition to Mr. 
Gladstone, it would be zealously and indus- 
triously voted for by Scotch tories and would 
not require evenso much notice as falisto 
Mr. Wauchope’s lot. After the election Mr. 
Gladstone will go for a well earned rest prior 
to the opening of parliament. He 
started for West Calder to-day 
in excellent health and spirits. He evidently 
suffered nothing from his encounter yester- 
day, with Mr. Usher, and not having been 
weighted with Tuesday’s pause in the liberal 
advance, he was naturally elated over 
Wednesday’s success. Wherever he appeared 
riding in an open carriage all the miners 
would come to the surface—a grimy, sturdy 
set—to greet Mr. Gladstone as an old and 
valued friend. His wife, though still hoarse, 
accompanied the party to-day, watching her 
husband with the incessant care that is now 
familiar to many audiences. At West Calder 
a public hall had been formed out of a disused 
quarry. The platform was reached by a vista 
of tortuous subterranean passages, with an 
occasional tumble down filghts of steps. The 
hall was packed and the audience, on seeing 
Mr. Gladstone issue from the final tunnel, 
rose to its feet and gave a vociferous cheer. 

It was oddto discover asthe speech pro- 
ceeded sections of the audience around cor- 
ners, inupper galleries and in cylindrical 
compartments like wells. These presumably 
different chambers in which quarrymen had 
worked were just boarded over and added 
tothe hall’s space. Onceacrash occurred 
and the people fellinto disorder, but soon 
everything was rearranged. It is not unusual 
at Gladstone meetings for the Chairman to 
seize anexceptional chance toair his per- 
sonal views. The prosy reverend who offi- 
clated onthis occasion was brought up in 
such self-assertion by a voice, half stern and 
half wheedling, calling froma dim recess: 
‘*Time up, Wuily.’’ The audience heartily 
cheered the injunction, and ‘‘Wully’’ sub- 
sided. 

CAMPAIGN CULLINGS. 

The Times says: Mr. Gladstone having 
failed to sweep tlie boroughs has to louk ex- 
ciusively to the counties for a majority, and 
the inducements that the Gladstonians have 
thrown out have not been such as to operate 
very strongly on the rural voter. 

‘The Times also Says it thinks the fact that 
Mr. Morley polled a heavier vote than in 
either of the preceding elections, while Mr. 
Craid, who temporized withthe new union- 
ism, Wasatthe bottom of the poll, proves 
that the eight-hour question had little to do 
with the result. Te paper predicts that 
should Mr. Morley become a Minister in the 
Liberal Cabinet, he wili very likely be de- 
feated when he presents himself for re-elec-

He ridiculed Mr. Gladstone’s pro- 
posal that Scotch members be all owed to de- 
cide all Scotch questions in Parliament. If 
sucha principle were applied to the other 
divisions of Great Britain, representative 
government would be reduced toa farce. It 
was necessafy after Mr. Gladstone’s vague, 
yet significant reference to Scottish home 
rule that the electors should be warned 
against a bastard federalism, which would 
discredit the government of these islands. 

During an election at Tiverton the landlady 
of a tavern there threw pepper into the 
crowd from a window. The mob attacked 
the tavera, and in their efforts to restore 
order the police were severely handled. 

Up to 8:10 o’clock this afternoon the re- 
turns show the election of 162 Conservatives, 
124 Liberals, 22 Liberal-Unionists, 13 anti. 
Parnellites, and4 Parnellites. This makes 
a total of 325 members, ornearly half the 670 
members of the House of Commons. 


ASIATIC CHOLERA, 


EFFORTS TO RESTRICT THE PLAGUE—THE 
VOLGA VALLEY STRICKEN.* 

St. PETERSBURG, July 8.—At a meeting of 

the Government Ministers to-day it,was re- 
solved to elaborate a general plan to cope 
with the cholera epidemic. Among other 
things it was decided to issue minute instruc- 
tions to local officials as how best to coun- 
teract the disease. 
t The evidence of cholerain Astrakan has 
caused a panicinthatcity. A large number 
of workingmen after receiving an advance 
of their wages to induce them to remain in 
Astrakhan, made preparations to desert 
their employers and leave the place. The 
authorities tried to compel the workmen to 
fulfill their contracts and the result was a 
serious riot. The police could not handle the 
mob and the military were summoned to 
assistthem. The rioters were not dispersed 
untila numberof them had been ailled or 
wounded. " 

Two cases of cholera have been reported 
here. It is reported that Asiatic cholera pre- 
Vails along the whole course of the River 
Volga and also at Kybinsk, Tatbow and 
Oreal.

CANADIAN SMUGGLERS RESISTING ARREST—

Archbishop Ireland’s Forebodings of 
Persecution Severely Criticised. 


CATHOLICITY NOT A BARRIER TO PO- 
LITICAL PREFERMENT. 


Editor Pallen’s Views on the St. Paul 
Archbishop’s Memorial—Hebrew Con- 
vention—Where Local Preachers Will 
Spend the Summer—OConference of 
Jesuits —Religious Notes. 


The extracts from Archbishop Ireland’s 
memorial, presented to the special Commis- 
sion of Cardinals, in defense of his Faribault 
School System, which reached the public 
through through the columns of the New 
York WoRLD, June 27, have come in fora 
great deal of comment, especially in the 
East, where the appearance of the memorial 
gave renewed vigor to the smouldering 
embérs of the school discussion. Marked 
copies of the paper containing the memo- 
rial have been industriously circulated 
andthe Archbishop’s plea has received its 
Share of criticism in St. Louis, which has 
been one of the storm centers of the discus- 
sion. The memorial is regarded asa secret 
document in Rome, and the published ex- 
tracts were taken fromthe only copy in this 
country. 

As early as April 25,the Bishops of the Prov- 
ince of New York heard that Archbishop Ire- 
land had stated in his memorial that persecu- 
tion would result if Rome failed to sanction 
his plan. The New York prelates sent to the 
Pope acollection of lettersof inquiry. and 
protest, and His Holiness replied in a letter 
that no threats had been made by the 
Archbishop of St. Paul. Judged by 
the printed extracts of the me- 
moria) the Pope’s assurance is 
strictly true, but the forebodings of trouble 
are but poorly cloaked beneath the Arch- 
bishop’s references to the Kulturkampf in 
Germany. Mr. Conde B. Pallen, editor of the 
Church Progress and Catholic Worid, said in 
discussing the memorial to-day: ‘‘It is ab- 
surd for Archbishop Irelafid to biacken with 
the epithet of ‘foreigners’ the men who are 
opposed to his system. Such menas Brown- 
son, Judge Dunne, Hon. Zach. Montgomery, 
Bishop Chatard and others are as thoroughly 
American as Archbishop Ireland or anybody 
else who favors the Faribault system. On 
the contrary, Bonquillion, the professor in 
the Catholic University at Washington, who 
was the first to broach this theory of State 
control of Catholic schools, is not an Amer't- 
can citizen and cannot speak the English 
language. He wrote his pamphlet in French 
and had it translated into English. 

**The attempt to make it appear that Arch- 
bishop Ireland’s plan is opposed by what he 
contemptuously terms ‘foretgners,’ is sim- 
ply the desperate refuge of the promoters of 
a palpably weak cause. His plea before the 
Roman tribunal that we areindangerof a 
Kkulturkampf unless the Faribault plan be 
sustained was, as Bishop McQuaid said, ‘a 
libel on the American people.’ 
He absolutely ignores the traditions, 
habits and character of the American 
people and our form of government. A 
KkudMurkampf is ridiculous in this country, 
where political power is wielded by the peo- 
ple themselves. Our circumstances are very 
different from those of Catholics in Germany, 
who are subjects of an autocratic govern- 


‘*archbishop Ireland’s assertion that ambi- 
tious young Catholics who are striving for 
socialand political preferment break with 
the church is not borne out by facts, at least 
in St. Leuis. His criticisms of the clergy 
who use religious censures and withhold the 
sacraments from parents who do not send 
their children to parochial schools afe weak, 
because pastors are entitled to use those 
forms of moral persuasion when the paro- 
chial schoOol is as good as the public school.’’ 


Jesuit Conference. 


The ciose.of the week will mark ithe ad- 
journment of the Provincial Convention of 
the Jesuits which has been in session at the 
St. Louis University, Grand avenue and Pine 
Street, for several days. The principal ob- 
ject of the meeting is to elect the three dele- 
gates to which the Province is entitled, to 
the convention which will choose the General 


of the order. Father Anderledy 
who succeeded Father Beckx, was 
the last General, dying “recently. 
He was ordained priest in the old College 
Church on Ninth street and Lucas avenue by 
the venerable Archbishop Kenrick. Thecon- 
vention which will name Father Anderledy’s 
successor wit meet at an early day, probably 
in Florence, ltaly. Each province of the 
order throughtout the world will be repre- 
sented by three professed fathers, who have 
been seventeen years inthe order and have 
taken their final vows. The United States is 
divided into the provinces of Cali- 
fornia, Missouri, New York and 
Loulsiana. (The province of’  Missourl em 
braces all the central States of the Missis- 
sippi Valley, and itis what might be styled 
the primary convention of this province 
which isin session this week at the st. Louis 
University under the direction of the pro- 
vincial, Kev. Father Frieden. ‘The fathers 
of the University are averse to extensive 
publicity oftheir business, maintaining that 
their deliberations do not concern the public 
and relate solely totneinternal government 
oftheir order. The convention has drawn to 
St. Louls many priests,'who are well re- 
membered by the Catholics of St. Louis. 
Among themare Rev. Father Hoeffer, 8s. J., 
forinerly vicg- president of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity and now president of Kreighton Col- 
lege, Omaha, and Rev. Father Hill, s. J., the 
author of a popular work on logic which has 
been a text book in catholic schools for 
several years. 

Who the delegates will be is not yet 
known, but as soon as they are selected they 
will start forltaly. The election ofa General 
of the Jesuits is unlike ordinary elections as 
known to the American public. But one bal- 
lotjis taken and the man who receives the 
highest vote is the cholce of the convention 
whether or not he has received a majority 
vote. ‘This system prevents combinations 
and removes ali temptations which repeated 
ballots might offer. 

The citizens of Rome have always takena 
deep interest in the election of the head of 
the Jesuits on account of his influence and 
authority. His position is for life, the only 
position in the Jesuit order which has that 
attribute. He is at the headof a mighty 
religious and educational force, which, from 
its organization in the fifteenth century has 
been, potent in the Catholic Church. The 
Romfns class the General of the Jesuits as 
one of their three popes and call him 
Popa Negro, or the Black Pope, 
because he does ‘not change 
the style of the simple garment which he 
donned when he first entered the order, but 
always appears in the biack cassock,beit and 
baretta. Pope Leo XIII. and his predeces- 
sors, the citizens of Rome have cailed Popa 
Alba or the White Pope, on account of the 
white robes which are the emblems of his 
office, and the Secretary of the Propaganda, 
at present Cardina! Ledochowski, the 
Romans title Popa Kosso, orthe Red Pope, 
because his robes are of that color,

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MADILL TALKS 


St. Louis’ Eminent Jurist Dis- 
cusses His Defeat. 
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Why He Would Not Go Out and Hustl 
for Votes. 


STRONG VIEWS ON CAMPAIGNING FOR 
SUPREME GOURT HONORS. 


He Enew That His Course of Conduct 
Greatly Jeopardized His Ohances of 
Success, but He Would Not Change It 
toIneure Success—Politicians Discuss 
the Probable Effect of the Judicial Con- 
vention—Political News. 


George A. Madill sat in his office on the 
second floor ofthe Granite building to-day, 
opening his mail. His high-crowned straw 
hat lay on the drawn-out siideof his closed 
desk. The icicles with which the lawyers say 
his hair is filled had been melted, 
plainly, for he actually smiled when a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter asked him 
why he had made no canvass for the judicial 
nomination the ballot. showed he could have 
got easily if he had added his personal efforts 
to the work of his friends in St. Louis. 

**IT hold the office of Judge of the Supreme 
Court In high estimation,’’ he said. ‘‘Every 
matter that affects business, the home and the 
farm comes ultimately before this tribunal and 
all questions of the power of ithe adminis- 
trative and executive branches of the gov- 
ernment have to be decided there. The de- 
cisions of that court depend for obedience to 
them not upon the bullet of the bayenet, but 
upon the respect the people feel for the court 
and the men who compose it. Their 
decisions go out for one party and interest 
and against another, creating on the one 
hand a feeling of triumph, and on the other a 
corresponding feeling of depression, and the 
people must obey and accept them as the law 
and justice. When we consider this we are 
not only impressed, but we are oppressed 
with a sense of the great importance of. this 
court. Ido not believe that aman whois 
willing to become a candidate for the 
Supreme Uourt can afford to goout and leg 
it for votes, asking A, B and O 
to help him, and patting himself under 
obligation of personal work, perhaps even 
expenditure. Possibly this obligation does 
not Weigh with the candidate after he is 
elected, but men are human—he was human 
before he was ele¢ted—and he is human aftér- 
wards, and in matters where all things seem 
to be equalisitnot possible that he would 
feet the weight of the obligation? If 
I have been this man’s friend and 
helped to elect him and am opposed in a case 
before him by you whohave done nothing 
for him, and the decision is against you, can 
you be blamed, believing you were right, 
for thinking, ‘Well, I didn’t get justice?’ 

HIS PLATFORM. 

**So,’’ Judge Madill went on, ‘‘when these 
gentiemen in St. Louls came to me and said 
that some lawyer should sacrifice himself for 
the sake of the bar; that it would be selfish to 
think only of abandoning my practice, when 
I could better than others afford toleave it 
and take a position whose salary has 
to be supplemented by private means, 
I said I would be a candi- 
date, But it was with the distinct 
understanding that the canvass should bea 
model one; that there should be no promises, 
no pledges, no combinations, no asking a 
man for his vote. Someof my friends sug- 
gested that Ishould gooutinto the country 
and makea canvass, and I said to them: 
‘Suppose I do, what must I 
do out there? Shall I £0 
up to a delegate and say to him, ‘‘My dear 
fellow, vote for me; I’m a good fellow, I'ma 
g00d Democrat; just put me on the Supreme 
vench and I’ll make things hum!’’ ShallIdo 
that?’ And I didn’t,’’ 

Judge Madili’s lips twitched and his eyes 
twinkied as his mind conjured up thisjpicture 
of himself, canvassing among the country 
lawyers about the Court-houses of the in- 
terior towns.

‘‘lTam disappointed in the result of this 
convention,’’ continued Judge Madill, ‘‘It 
was thought that by § holding the 
convention apart from the others, 
a bod of lawyers would be 
selected who would guietiy meet and make 
the nominations. This was shown to be a 
mistake. The delegates were selected just 
as those tothe other conventions, and the 
nomination for the other State offices 
became entangled with the judicial 
nominations. Candidates were there with 
headquarters open, and the nomina- 
tions were of course affected by the political 
canvassing going on for the other offices. ’’

J. H. Whiteeotten, of the law firm of white- 
cotten & Rodes, Paris, MoO., arrived in 8t. 
Louls last night toholda private consultation 
with Mr. T. B, Jackson, of St. Louis, in 
regard to filing a suit for slander against 
State Treasurer Stephens. Owing to a 
misynderstanding, Mr. JacKson was in 
Uhicagoon business and Mr. Whitecot- 
ten will return home without havy- 
ing an opportunity to consult with 
his client, but as Mr. Jackson had left all the 
papers and instructions for his attorney with 
his father on Garfield avenue, the suit will be 
filed notwithstanding Mr. Jackson’s gbsence 
from the city, 

JACKSON'S LAWYER. 

Mr. Whitecotten was seen this morning at 
the Laclede Hotel by a Post-DIspaTcH re- 
porter and asked when the papers in the 
suit would be filed, and the amount for dam- 
ages he expected to recover. He replied: 
**] would rather not refer to this matter just 
atthis particular timie, as Cooper County, 
the home of Col. Stephens, will hold its pri- 
mary Saturday, and the friends of the State 
Treasurer will spread it broadcast over the 
State that my action in the matter was in- 
augurated just at this time to 
create a prejudice against him just before 
the electionin hig own county and only a 
few days before the State Conventioa. Now 
thisisfarfrom my intention, this isnota 
matter of persecution, buta legal proceed- 
ingthatis lable to be instituted against 
any one that ‘places himself 
in the same position that Mr. 
Stephens has. To oblibterate*the}impression 
created that this sult was instituted to injure 
Mr. Stephens’ candidacy,’ I intend to take no 
further action inthe matter until after the 
State convention, when I will either file 
papersin the city of St. Louts or in Cole 
County.

Yor“ A New Move by the Friends of the Hatch 
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Bill. 


From news received to-day onthe Mer- 
chants’ Exchange from Washington it is 
evident that a desperate effort will be made 
to pass the Hatch bill. Private telegrams 


state that Democratic Senators are being 
strongly urged to press the matter and vote 
for the Dill, while Republican Senators from 
agricultural States aru being urged by mem- 
bers of the House and by their constit- 
vents to cease opposition, either 
active or passive. Onthe other hand letters 
have gone outfromthe Republican strong- 
holds and from the great trade centers urg- 
that the bill be kept from a vote, as it is 
red that if once brought before the Senate 
the silver State Senators will unite with the 
Democrats and secure its passage. A scheme 
hag been devised by which it is believed that 
the effect of the re-submitting of the measure 
withouta report by the Judiciary Committee 
can be counteracted. It is proposed to re- 
commit it to the judiciary or some other 
committee, and thus take it from the foot of 
the calendar. ihe successof this plan de- 
s upon whether or not the Republican 
nators will stand together. There is a 
strong disinclination among the Republicans 
to have the bill go before the President, as 
the factis recognized that it would injure 
bim politically to either si or veto it, 
3t is admitted that the majority of the judi- 
ciary is opposed to the measure and that no 
favorable report is to be e ted. But any 
report would be more the 
chances of success than the proee* position 
of affairs. It is stated that an effort to

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A DELUGE OF BILLS. 


Important Measure Enacted bythe Louis 
iana Legislature. 


New ORLEANS, La., July 8.—During the 
session of the Legislature which adjourned 
last night, there were introduced about 500 
bills, not more than one-tenth of which be- 
came laws. One of the most important meas- 
ures passed and which has become a law 
was the anti-trust bill. The Legislature 
elected Circuit Judges, fiVe McEnery men 
and one Foster men. A bill was introduced 
to prohibit glove contests in the State, but 
after a feeble attempt to lobby it through 
was abandoned A liberal appropriation 
was made for the sufferers from overfiow and 


fan act passed makingappropriations to build 
and repair publiclevees. ‘Thirty-six thous- 
and dollars were appropriated for the repre- 
sentation of Louisiana at the World’s Fair. 
An act was passed prohibiting lotteries after 
the 3ist day of December, 1893, and one to 
provide substantial artifical limbs for citizens 
who tost a limb or limbs In the military 
service of the Confederate States. The elec- 
tion of a United States Senator was deferred 
until next session.

Kansas Crops. 


TOPEKA,Kan., July 8.—The monthly crop 
report of the State Board of Agriculture 
states that during June agricultural condl- 
tions in Kansas were generally favorable. 
Warm dry weather while shortening the oats 


and barley crops brought forward to maturity 
the wheat crop atanearlier date than was 
expected, atthe same time permitting the 
cultivation of corn so that it is nowina 
highly favorable condition for rapid and vig- 
orous growth.
